*l»ed»;s wore accurately roportod by skilled 
stenographer:; for The Philadelphia Press. 
He encloses a copy ot tlio sp'Jccu of Oct. V.', 
us printed in Tbo Pross, and asks tlmt it ba 
publishuJ sido by sido ivilli the circular re- 
ferred to. Jlr. Blaino continues: 


It is scarcely necessary to say that I never 


repudiated reform in the civil service nor 
nbatcil my interest therein. Nor have i over
